The American 
ambassador to Japan, Mr. O'Brien, 
gays that war talk !s absurd. Margulis 
Katsura, the new head of the Japanese 
eabinet, supports his assertion that 
Japan is bent on peace by polnting out 
that the Snanclal problem of Japan ts 
sufficieut to engross her for some time 
to come. War between this country 
and Japan is possible; so is war be- 
tween any two nations, But it is per-

The totals of fire loss in this coun- 
try may signify little to the average 
mind, but the comparative figures 
should mean much. The figures Issued 


ers show that the average fire loss per 
capita in the United States for the last 
five years was $3.02, against 33 cents 
for six European countries, including 
France, Germany and Austria. It may 
be objected perhaps that it is unfair 
to select this particular period for pur- 
poses of comparison, since both the 
Baltimore fire of 1904 and the San 
Francisco fire of 1996 are Included in 
it. And yet if these two fires, repre 
senting about $350.000,000, were de- 
ducted from the total fire loss of the 
country for the five years—which ts 
estimated at $1,257,716,055—the total 
would be reduced by but little over a 
fourth. And the American per capita 
loss would remain about six and one | 
half times larger than the European. | 
What 1s to blame for this great dis- 
parity? Are we so much more careless | 
than Europeans? Are European build- 
ing codes, fire departments and water 
supplies from six and a half to ten 
times better than those found in the 
United States? 











| 
Despite the steadily improving {tn | 
dustrial conditions, we still occasion- 
ally read of the suicide of some man 
who has searched iu vain for work and 
despairs of finding it before his last | 
cent {s spent. Such suicides are often 
due in reality to other than Industrial 
causes, but when they are the result | 
of Inability to find employment they 
are among the most pitiable facts of 
our national life. Helpless to put an/ 
end entirely to the conditions that | 
bring them about, soclety must for the 
great part watch them as one of the 
symbolic Indications of good or bad 
times. Fortunately the number of 
genuine cases of this kind has this year 
been very small. Of late factories that 
were closed have been reopening their 
doors, and others that were working 
part tine have Increased thelr forces. | 
It is true that the applicants for work | 
under such circumstances are st!l] al- 
most certain to be more numerous than 
the places to be filled, but the dispro 
portion is steadily decreasing. The 
Statistician of the state bureau of Ja- 
bor statistics for New York has re | 
cently given out figures of the extent 
of lack of employment during the first 
quarter of the year. Whereas In some! 
previous years Industry has been so 
active that the weather conditions have 
been chiefly responsible for the idle 
ness of such men as had no work at 
that season, this year the closing of 
factories and reduction of forces have 
been responsible for many times eas 
much idleness as al) other causes com- 
bined. That, however, was for the 
first quarter of the year. For the 
second quarter the compilation of fig- 
ures has not gone far enough to per- 
mit results In percentages to be an- 
nounced, but the returns already show 
a very great improvement The mid- 
die of May was the thne when the 
marked improvement began, and now 
the improvement {fs evident in all lead- 
ing Hnes of Industry. The indications 
all are that the Industrial backset was 
only of a temporary nature, and that ft 
will pass away without leaving serious 
scars.

PROGRESS OF THE CANAL. 
ISITORS to the canal zone, both officers of 
the government aud tourists, report that 
they find the men employed on the work 
engaged In eager rivalry. Two or three 
yeurs ago the subject of discussion was thi: 
ditticulties fu the way. Now everyene con- 
rected with the work is boasting of the 
amount of earth moved last munth, and of how muctl 
more they expect to nore next wonth. The most hope 
ful are talking of the probability that ships willl be sul! 
ing across the isthmus within five years. 

At the present rate of excavation the trench can easily 
be completed within that time. More than one-fourth 
of the earth bas already been removed from the trench, 
and there remzin only about a willion cuble yards to dig 
In the year ended on March 51 last about twenty-two 
million yards were excavated. In March this year the 
excavation amounted to about three and a half milllou 
yards, or three times as niuch as in March of last year 
In Muy, the first of the rainy inonths, with twice the 
usual amount of rain, which Inypedes the work, two anil 
a half times as much earth was moved as in the sank 
menuth a year ago. 

When it was decided to build a great earth dike for 
the Gatun dam to impound the waters of the Chagres 
river, the problem of the disposal of the excavated eart! 
was solved. The dike will be a mile long and half s 
mile wide at the base, and will create a lake tweive miles 
long, through which vessels can pass at full speed. Dirt 








trains are now bauling earth to It In a continuous pro- 
cession, 

The work on the locks at both ends of the canal and 
at the dam wil! be carried on as the excavation proceeds 
They cannot all be completed by the time the trench Is 
dug. but barring unexpected delays, the oceans will be 
joined much sooner than was expected when the United 
States took bold of the work.—Youth'’s Companion.
